2. The files of this office contain voluminous information 
conearali* the subject of your request.

3. In a report dated 11 Jbae 1945, a usually reliable source 
stated that General Fe re n c YASKAS, bom la Klasarton, Hungary, in 
1692, was a professional Hungarian Angr officer she was conaissiooed 
In 19 12 and p renoted to a General Staff Officer in 1904. From 1938 
to 19**3, Subject was the On— stifling Officer of the Hunger lao Military 
Acsdetqr. During World War n. Subject was a Corps Crn — nfl s r fighting 
against the Russians in the Carpathian* • Subject —a promoted to 
the rack of General and was slated to be the Hungarian Prime Minister 
at the time of the Hungarian crisis in October 1944. thereafter he 

— s relieved of active duty by the new anti -German Hungarian G o v ernmen t 
because of political unreliability. 

k. Information dated 20 September 1950 froa a source of unknown 
reliability indicated that after the Hungarian national uprising 
against the Germans, Subject declared nls good faith towards the 
new mo vemen t but did nothing to support its activities • He did 
break off his relations with the Real leaders but not until the 
greater part of the Hungarian Aroy had been disarmed. Subject did 
not return to Hungary after the war and consequently did not. participate 
in the struggle of hie country against Soviet domination. He permitted 
himself to be elected 'Fuehrer by a fragment of the parliaamnt abroad 
ami far some time Subject was active as a leader of Hungarians in the 
western zones of Germany. 



5. Several reports frua reliable sources indicated that Subject 
a of a military court vIJLch ordered the execution of a 

of anti-Baal officers and civilians at the end of 1944. In 
August 1947 Subject started the anvi-Btlshevlet Hungarian Uberatlou 
b, a jroup \/lt 5 extreme oationaliat, anti-Semitic, pro-German, 
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airti^cowuniet, anti-81av leanings* Subject vms described in one report 
as belnsr vain, politically sabitiou* sad intensely disliked by some 
aesbers of other Hi tartan resistance movements. Subject, while 
considered an able e oilier, was reported to be an almost morbidly 
aafcltiou* aan who regarded himself as the born savior of his nation. 
According to a 1946 report, the Cooinfam had pointed out to the 
Hungarians that the United States authorities were aiding Hungarian 
Hast conspirators and had used Subject as an example, Indicating that 
ha should have been returned to Hungary for trial or at least triad 
by the Allied courts as a war criminal.
